As the car approached Bei n in ave 


nue, noi tli-bonnd, the motorman no 
ticed a group of men standing at the 
side of the track 
At the moment he 


noticed tlie men two of them stepped 
out in fiont of the car and signaled tc 
stop 
At, the car came to a standstill 


two of the robbers stepped upon tlie 
front platform and three ascended the 
steps of the reai platform 


Then it was noticed that the men 


wore masks and then purpose was sus- 
pected 
The suspicion was not fot med 


in the minds of the passengers when 
one of the robbers opened the front 
door and said 
"If you people behave 


yourselves and make no noise you 
wont get hurt 
But you've got lo keep 


quiet and give up what you've got " 


His remarks were re-mfoiced with 


a huge revolver and the passengers 
were thinking about giving resistance 
when the lights in the car went out, 
the thieves having taken oft the trolly 
pole and removed the generator so 
that the power could not be goveined. 
The darkness compelled the passen- 
gers to submit, and then the searching 
process was inaugurated 
The rob- 


bers were gallant enough to let the 
women alone, but the men were well 
searched. 


When the robbeis came to T P. 


Nesbitt, of Evanston, he resisted 
Drawing a revolver from his pocket 
he attempted to use it, but one of the 
thieves struck his arm with the bieech 
of a revolver, and the arm fell 
As it 


did so the pistol was discharged and 
the bullet entered Mr Nesbitt's leg, 
making A painful but not dangerous 
wound 
This ended all attempt at resistance 


on the part of the passenget

There is a provision in the constitu

idea it would result in almost as many 
candidates as there are voters, or else an 
equivalent amount of false pledges on 
the part of candidates.

In the name of the minister for the 


colonies, Senor Castellanos, there has 
been issued a decree under which a 
rigorous application of the law will be 
made to all municipal judges in Cuba 
who show sympathy for the rebels. 


In official circlet in Madrid it is re- 


ported 
that the relations between 


Spain 
and the 
United States are 


friendly and cordial, notwithstanding 
rumors to the contrary published in 
Paris and London. It has also been 
stated in Madrid that the governmen 
at Washington will not recognize th 
rebels as belligerents nor will it in- 
terfere in the Cuban question unless 
the war is prolonged. In Madrid the 
alarmist rumors o* the French and 
English press are attributed to specu- 
lators. 


On September 27 Senor Romero Ro- 


bledo, the minister of justice, returned 
to Madrid, and rumors with regard to 
an approaching cabinet crisis are be- 
ing circulated. 
Senor Robledo con- 


tinually obstructs the majority of the 
cabinet and by his imperious will 
seeks to dominate. 


As regards the dissensions in the 


conservative party, the liberals hope 
that Premier Canovas del Castillo will 
fail In reuniting the factions, and that 
their leader, Senor Sagasta, may come 
again into power with a strong fol- 
lowing.

This 
is especially true of the North Atlantic 
squadron, and yet, owing to the situ- 
ation as it exists in Cubs and in Vene- 
zuela, with the fear of British aggres- 
sion, the secretary of the navy lias de- 
cided to order that the North Atlantic 
squadron shall continue its evolutions 
throughout the winter months. 


But, instead of confining the opera- 


tions to the stretch of water between 
St. Augustine and Newport, the ves- 
sels of the squadron will rendezvous 
in the neighborhood of Colon, and the 
evolutions will be conducted around 
the West Indian islands, in the Car- 
ribean s>ea and in the Gulf of Mexico. 


It is the intention of the department 


to add a number of new cruisers, and, 
T-robably, the Indiana, to the North 
Atlantic fleet, and altogether the 
squadron of evolution, if it may be so 
called, will be of such a character as 
to profoundly 
impress any 
foreign 


nation, even so powerful a one as 
Great Britain, with the strength of 
the American navy. 


These evolutions, while ostensibly 


conducted for the purpose of drilling 
the officer's and men of the ships of the 
navy in the evdlutionsof modern naval 
warfare, are without question to be 
carried on for the prime purpose ol 
having a powerful fleet in the vicinity 
of the trouble if trouble occurs. 


With headquarters probably at Co- 


,on, there will be almost constant 
communication between the admiral 
in joinmand of the fleet and the navy 
department, and should the occasion 
arise, as it is feared that it may. for 
something more than diplomacy in the 
Venezuelan-Cuban matter, a powerful 
fleet would be within an hour's com- 
munication of Washington, and at the 
same time within twenty-four hours.'
